the second gate of the second base transistor structure share a same region; and 
wherein the source/drain regions underlying the first gate of the second base transistor 
structure and the source/drain regions underlying the first gate of the third base 
transistor structure share a same region, and the source/drain regions underlying the 
second gate of the second base transistor structure and the source/drain regions 
underlying the second gate of the third base transistor structure share a same region 
(claim 21).
